It’s time 0

Od evcive is an excellent month to check and seal the 


**skin’’ of your house so the icy blasts, rain, sleet, and snow 
of winter can’t enter. [t will also assure more indoor comfort 
by keeping cold air out and the warm air in. 

These maintenance jobs are easy, calling for no more 
tools and materials than paint, roofing cement, oakum, and 
cement, and a calking gun added to your regular hand tools. 

Start winterizing by making outside repairs first. Take 
advantage of mild October weather for painting, calking, 
puttying, and mortar jobs. Then, when November rolls 
around, you're ready for tasks that cooler weather won't 
affect. We'll have an article next month on those jobs. 

Follow a systematic procedure now. Check roof and gut- 
ters first, then work down to doors, windows, and the foun- 
dation. Let these photographs help you get started. 


Clean and paint 
all exposed metal 


Paint sheet-iron roofs 
and canopies over bay win- 
dows and doors with good 
grade of porch enamel. It 
will protect metal as long as 
the paint lasts. 

Clean surfaces thorough- 
ly: remove loose paint with 
steel wool or wire brush. 

Paint won't stick to new 
galvanized sheet until it 
has weathered for at least 
six months or been treated 
with inexpensive chemical 
available at paint stores. 


Coat inside of gutters 
with roofing cement to 
prevent rust. Coat the 
hangers, too, with the ce- 
ment while you're at it. 
Several layers of over- 
lapping canvas patches 
covered with the cement 
block any leaks on the 
inside of the gutters 
Coat with roofing ce- 
ment and let one layer 
dry before you apply the 
next. Clean leaves and 
dirt out of downspout 
openings before youstart, 
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Winterize your home 


Outside doors need close attention 





Paint outside doors, especially panel type, to insure against re- 
placement after they have been ruined by rot and warping. Remove 
door from hinges and paint bottom edge, cause of racking and warp- 


inw, ¢ alk or putty the cracks, prime, and finish job with second coat 





Window sills need paint more often than casings and sash rails. 
Paint blistered and checked? Remove with wire brush, seraper, or 
putty knife. Prime bare wood and give sill second coat. If the wood 
sill overlays stone or brick, calk crack between to heep out moisture

Replace putty in sash, if necessary. When repainting, run paint 
about eighth of an inch onto glass to keep water from soaking into 


rails and muntins. This makes glass airtight. Force putty into 


small cracks in the old putty if it does not need to be replaced

New soil check devised 
A new “feel” test, to aid in telling when a soil needs 
water, has been devised at the University of Michigan 
Unlike earlier tests, it lists separate characteristics for 
three major soil types 

A 90-percent saturation of the soil is deemed ideal 
for growth of most plants. ‘The tests are designed to tell 
when your soil has this amount of moisture 

To test your soil, scrape off the upper inch, then 
take up a handful of subsoil and squeeze it. 

With 50-percent saturation, “fine and very fine” 
soils ribbon out between the fingers, and have a slick 
feeling. They will form a ball when compressed. But 
they are not suitable for good growth when moisture 
is so low the ball gets hard and cracks. 

“Medium” soil, usually loamy in composition, is too 
wet al water can be squeezed from it. At O-percent 
moisture, and up to the point where it is overwatered, 
it will form a ball under pressure, and is pliable, but 


water cannot be squeezed out,

diseases start with frost damage 


A long series of experiments in England indicates a 












major cause of disease in trees is due to injury by 
spring frost Trees grown near the northern limits of 
their hardiness are most often damaged by spring 
frosts, and so suffer more from disease 

Forest specialists feel that disease, not cold injury, 
kills most of these trees, but largely because the trees 
are first weakened by frost 

The moral is that if a tree is being grown where it 
may not be fully hardy, it is better to plant it on a 
west or north exposure, even though these may be 


colder, because frost damage is less on these exposures, 


Plant-food source assured 


A new phosphorous plant food, called rhenania-type 
phosphate, is being manufactured experimentally un- 
der supervision of Colorado A. & M. scientists. It is ex- 
pected to prove highly important in case of a phos- 
phate shortage 

Most soil scientists agree that the element most 
likely to be deficient in soils is phosphorous. ‘They feel 
we can solve the need for nitrogen, but that under wat 
conditions, we could easily run short of phosphate 

When plowed under, the rhenania-type phosphate 
is equal to superphosphate, but does not work as well 
for side-dressing 

In its manufacture, it is made without sulfur, an- 
other critical material In Wartime Silica, sodium Car- 
bonate, and phosphate rock are heated togethe in 


kilns like those used in making portland cement. 


Plant-sex modifiers under study 


hemicals which increase the number of female flow- 
ers on cucumber and squash plants are being studied 
at Michigan State College 

Ordinarily, these plants set many more male than 
female flowers. Scientists see this as a great waste of 
both energy and space, since only female flowers pro- 
duce fruit. Male blossoms produce only pollen 

At the college, Dr. H. Sylvan Wittwer has substan- 
tially increased the number of female flowers, and cut 
male flowers, hy Spraying with naphthalene Acct 
acid or tri-iodobenzoic acid. Under field conditions, he 
was able to eliminate male flowers on squash complete- 


ly for the first two weeks of flowering 


Trees thrive in inverted soil 


Grow trees 1n “upside down” soil, say scientists at the 
Connecticut Agricultural Experiment Station 

They point out that when rich topsoil is buried 
the roots of a tree, and the subsoil thrown in on top of 


it, trees make better growth 





The effect is more noticeable with deciduous trees 
than with pines. The pines benefit less from the rich

In addition to the fact that laughter is frequently the very 
best medicine, it has three notable advantages: (1) It’s by far

Q. How does laughter benefit the heart? 

A. The late Dr. James J. Walsh, former medical director of

A. Studies conducted by Doctor Walsh have shown that where 
blood pressure is concerned, laughter has an incredibly para- 
doxical effect. He found that when blood pressure is abnormal- 
ly low,

A. Doctor Walsh’s studies indicate that the rise in blood pres- 
sure in people who have low blood pressure is probably due to 
the stimulation of circulation through the heart by laughter. 
while the reduction of high blood pressure is due to the relaxa- 
tion of tension, which so often accompanies high blood pressure

that a blood-pressure condi- 


tion is something vou can just “laugh off’—either literally on

that laughter may be a 
helpful adjunct to other therapy 


Q. Does laughter relieve mental and physical tensions 
in all individuals? 


A. No. Tests show, however, that it does relax tensions in more 
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than 9 persons out of 10. But it is a curious fact that with a small 
percentage of people, laughter has the opposite effect-——and 
actually causes them to become more tense. In tests conducted 
at Northwestern University Medical School, for example, it 
was found that laughter definitely relieved tension in 96 per- 


cent of the subjects, but vcreased it in the remaining 4 percent 


Just why laughter should cause 4 people out of 100 to tighten 


up is a puzzler that science cannot completely explain, One 
possible explanation which has been advanced: Perhaps these 
are the solemn-visaged sour-pusses who, even when their risi- 
bilities are tickled, tend to resist laughing or smiling, and do so 
“in spite of themselves,” so to speak. The resultant conflict, it

Almost any plant will grow to some extent under lights. But 
African-violets, gloxinias, and begonias will reach grand pro- 
portions without ever seeing the sun, Foliage plants grow rich 
and green. Even mums prosper. 

Your basement probably has the ideal growing temperature 
already—-55 to 65 degrees. Beware of too much heat; it may 
increase light requirements beyond that obtainable indoors.

Basements are catehalls for things that you should 
have thrown out in the first place. Why pay for 700 
square feet of storage space when you only need LOO? 


Ik you prefer the handier, safer, and more 
pleasant space on ground level, you don’t need 
as mmuch area as a basement covers. You can 
have compact storage and laundry space and 
possibly a small workshop above ground at about 
the cost of a full basement. 

IF your house is small, on the other hand, and 
you have limited lot space, you'll do better to go 
down for this auxiliary space. By arranging all 
acuviuies on one floor, you naturally spread out 
a house. ‘This increases wall and roof costs and 
the cost of the lot, since you need a larger lot to

And, of course, humid 
climates often present serious trouble in summer 
with condensation on walls and pipes. 

IF your lot slopes to rear or side, you should 
consider a basement with one or more walls ex- 
posed for better light, air, and view. ‘This way, 
your lower-level space can be as habitable as the 
upstairs. In cold climates, the basementless house 
on a steep slope costs about as much as one with 
a basement, since the house will need a high 
foundation anyway where the lot declines. Your 
footings will still have to be carried below frost- 
line. 

IF you live in a warm or moderate climate, 


foundations needn't be deep. Therefore, you 
may prefer the high and dry and more con- 
venient space on the first floor. 

These are largely mechanical reasons, though 
any one of them could affect your decision for or 
against a basement. But what about the human 
factors?

Picking is nothing more than 
pushing or pulling loops of material 
(cut in strips) or yarn through a 
backing like cotton canvas, coarse 
linen, or burlap. You do this with 
a hook. It's easy, but consumes 
quite a little time 

The rugs we give vou directions 
for here have deep enough pile to 
feel comfortable underfoot. ‘To ob- 
tain this nice body, make loops a 
little over '4 inch high, unless 
otherwise instructed 

These rugs were all made with 
speed hookers worked from the 
back of rug a great saving of time 
over conventional hooking (from 
the front with rug hdok) 


What you'll need 


pe A base material of cotton such 
as rug canvas or monk’s cloth, or a 
rug-base linen. You can use bur- 
lap, too, but this has a tendency to 
dry out and break, lowering life- 
time of rug. If backing you choose 
doesn’t come wide enough to make 
size rug you want, sew two pieces 
together, hooking through overlap 


> Strips of material (cut from your 
assortment) for the surface 

Use sturdy fabrics like wool, felt, 
cotton, or woollike synthetics, o1 
use varn. Beg old clothes and ma- 
terial from friends, search your 
own scrap bag, hunt down remnant 
sales, buy odds and ends from tex- 
tile Companies 

Cut the strips about '4 inch for 
average-weight material, about ! 5 
inch aif lightweight, narrower if 
bulky 

When you're using speed hook- 
ers for heavy fabrics like coating, 
try varying widths to be sure the 
size can be handled by the tool be- 
fore cutting very much, On big 
rugs like these, it’s better not to cut 
all the strips at once too tedious a 
job, and the strips are bulky and 
hard to take care of. Do cutting job 
with sharp scissors, Or, if you want

Officials want improvement 

While the point system is gen-

Mr. Baker says, “The danger of 
having a publicly announced rigid 
point system is that some drivers 
worry more about their point total 
than they do about correcting then 
bad driving habits.” 

\ driver may look at his point 
total and say to himself I have 
six points coming to me before they 
can take away my license, so I 
don't have to worry for a while 
He might then drive as if he had a 
right to a certain number of acci 
dents. Obviously, nobody has a 
right to even one accident 

[here are two schools of thought, 
too, on throwing the book at bad 
drivers.

Any life insurance can be used as

Ordinary life, 20-pay life, or an 
endowment policy can provide the 
money to pay off a mortgage.

| crease. When choosing, consider 
| needs and balance them against 
| the money you have available. 

There are many “riders” that 
can be purchased with permanent 
insurance. These may provide a 
stated income for a certain number 
of years after death of the insured 
(as $50 monthly for 15 years), or 
until the insured would have 
reached 65. Common forms are: 
decreasing term rider, which pays 
a monthly income until the end of 
a certain term; family maintenance 
rider, which pays for a specified 
number of years after death of the 
insured; and a simple term rider, 
which remains in force for a period 
of years and is paid in full if the 
insured dies during that period.

The cash cost of this policy 
would be $1,645.56, less about 
$226 in dividends, making the ac- 
tual cost $1,418.76. Mrs. Harkness 
might receive as much as $16,800 
in $70-monthly payments if her 
husband should die during the 
first month the policy is in effect, or 
as little as $70 if his death should 
occur during the last month of the 
policy life. (She also would have 
the choice of a cash settlement 
which ranges downward from 
$1 >.

At college level, specialized in- 
telligence tests help moderately to 
predict academic achievement and 
are useful in separating those with 
almost no chance of success. 

However, at this level, where the 
student is given much independ- 
ence, an intelligence test does not 
predict as accurately as it does for 
children. 

Some students who high 
may lack interest, may be unstable 
emotionally, may have poor study 
habits, or may lack specific apti- 
tudes. Their lack of maturity in 
organizing time, or working hard 
enough, may lower grades far be- 
low what would have been predict- 
ed from the intelligence test 

Students with lower test scores, 
who are efficient and highly mo- 
tivated, may in turn do consider-
